McCarthy Declares He Named Top Russian Agent in U.S. 


Tells Newsmen 
He Notified 
State Dept. 
Hint Truman Urged 
To Open FBI Files 
Washington, March 21—(AP>— 


Senator McCarthy said today he 
has handed seriate 
investigators 


"the name of the man—connected 
with the State Department — 
whom I consider the top Russian 
espionage agent in this country." 


The Wisconsin, Republican made 


the statement to newsmen. Re- 
port* circulated meanwhile that 
the State Department is urging 
President Truman to open FBI 
and all other government loyalty 
files to the senate committee look- 
Ing into McCarthy's charges there 
•re Communist* in the depart- 
ment. 


Former Boss of His* 


The "top Russian agent" was 


described by McCarthy as Alger 
HIM' one-time boas "in the es- 
pionage ling in the department.' 


HUc. former State Department 


official, has been convicted on a 
charge that he lied in denying he 
handed secret TJ. S. documents to 
a courier for Russia. 


McCarthy's statement wa* 


prompted by another one made at 
a news conference late yesterday 
by Senator Tydings (D-Md). Tyd- 
ings is chairman of the senate 
foreign 
relations 
subcommittee 


which is looking into McCarthy's 
contentions that 
there 
are 57 


card-carrying Communists in the 
State Department. 


"Up to the present time," Tyd- 


ing* declared, 
"neither Senator 


McCarthy or anyone else has giv- 
en us the name of a" single per- 
son who is accused of being a 
Communist or a card-carrying 
Communist." 


Since the inquiry started on 


Marob * McCarthy has publicly 
accuMd nine persons of being pro- 
Communist or otherwise bad se- 
curity riaks. He has turned over 
106 other names to the committee 
for study behind closed doors. 


Tydings said McCarthy has not 


lodged definite charges against 
anyone on the list of 106.

Race Wire, Slot Machine Bosses Dominate American Crime 


By DOUGLAS LARSEV 


Washington—Huge profits raked in by the tight little 


group of big syndicates which monopolize U. S. gambling are 
financing one of the most menacing crime waves ever to hit 
this nation. 
Riding the crest are increases in prostitution, gang mur- 


ders, dope peddling and many vicious extortion rackets which 
prey upon legitimate business and labor. That's the finding 
>f practically every investigation which has dared to probe 
the shocking lawlessness which now exists in America.

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For what's behind today's sit- 


uation, it is important to analyze 
the background of race wire syn- 
dicates and the slot machine rack- 
ets. They dominate the picture. 
A confidential report of the Citi- 
zen's Committee of Massachusetts 
and a progress report of the Cali- 
fornia Crime Commission paint 
the beginning this way:

A telephone operator named 


John Payne first used telephone 
and telegraph wires to dissem- 
inate racing information

Cincinnati In 1907. As the service 
spread, Monte Tennes. a notori- 
ous Chicago gangster and one of 
Payne's clients, took over the 
service, greatly expanded It, and 
ran it under the name of the 
General News Bureau from 1911 
until 1927. That year Mo* Annen- 
berg, owner of a racing publica- 
tions firm, bought half of the 
service and installed James M, 
Ragen as general manager.

all competitors and further ex- 
tended it. On June 24, 194S he 
was ahot and killed as part of 
a long- and bloody struggle by 
former member* of the Chicago 
Capone gang to take over the 
service.

"Practically all of the organiza- 


tional work in the slot machine 
racket originates with and is di- 
rected by the Coin Machine In- 
stitute (CMI). a national organ- 
ization with headquarters in Chi- 
cago. According to its literature, 
CMI claims to be interested in 
the problems'of the vending ma- 
chine and music machine indus- 
tries as well as those of the slot 
machine racket, but in actual 
practice the institute operates al- 
most exclusively in the interests 
of the slot machines. 


"The 'regular membership* is 


restricted to the Chicago manu- 
facturers who pay annual dues of 
$250. 'Associate memberships' are 
limited to suppliers with $100 
annual dues. The "public relation 
membership* is restricted to op- 
erators, jobbers and distributors 
on the' payment of $25 annual 
dues." 


The report adds that the music 


box business is a common dis- 
guise for slot machine operations. 
It says, "the juke box industry 
claims that operators generally 
operate at a loss, and their state- 
ments make it appear doubtful 
that the industry could maintain 
itself if It was not supported by 
the slot machines." 


The means of support i» not 


lacking. Reliable estimates figure 
that 200,000 slot machines Irf'op- 
eratioo In the U. S. today scoop 
up between $2 billion and $3 bil- 
lion a year.

Washington. March 21— (AP) — 


A 529.000,000.000 deficit spending 
appropriation bill was given a 
touse committee approval today 
before starting: on its hurdle- 
strewn path through the house. It 
amounts to $200 for every man, 
woman and child in America. 


Chairman Cannon (D-Mo) pre- 


dicted a final appropriations com- 
mittee okay for the omnibus mea- 
sure wrapping up the budgets of 
more than 40 federal agencies for 
the 1951 fiscal year, beginning- 
July 1. 


More than half of the bill was 


approved 
tentatively 
yesterday 


without change. There were no in- 
dications that the remaining part, 
almost $13.000.000.0WO in cash for 
the defense department would be 
altered by the committee. More 
than half of the appropriation is 
for national defense. 


In keeping with p-eviously dis- 


closed strategy the Republican-led 
"economy bloc" is holding back it» 
drive against the bill until it reach- 
es the amendment stage in th« 
house, probably the week begin- 
ning April 2. 


The budget-cutters then hope to 


be able to knock at least another 
billion dollars from the measure 
already trimmed more than that 
amount by appropriations subcom- 
mittees. 


The bill is scheduled, foe. bouse 


deBate"starting~next Monday and 
its difficulties will start then. 


Gaining popularity In both Re- 


publican and Democratic ranks i» 
a proposal to send the bill back to 
the appropriations committee after 
two weeks of discussion and order 
the committee to trim off another 
billion dollars in "non-essential" 
items. 


A vote on this proposal, which 


would take the form of a motion to 
recommit, would give all house 
members an election-year chance 
to get on the record in favor of 
cutting a. billion dollars from, "non- 
essential" federal spending.
